1, I an in agr ee m en t with your recommendation (1-a) to 
the effect that all directives of the Rational Intelligence 
Authority and of the Central Intelligence Group be continued 
in full force and effect until the Rational Security Council 
has had an opportunity to study the proble* and to make any 
changes that they may consider desirable* 

2. I also approve your recojane ndation (1-b) to the 
effect that the Director of Central Intelligence Agency sub- 
mit, within sixty days, hie proposal for National Security 
(kramil directives to bring the former directives of the 
National Intelligence Authority and of the Central Intelli- 
gence temp into line with the National Security Act of 19U7* 

In this connection, however, I would suggest that this report 

by tli® Director of the Central Intelligence Agency be coor d i n a t e d 
with the Intelligence Advisory Board to insure tee prior con- 
sideration of the problem by the chiefs of tee intelligence 
services of tee several Departments whose concurrence would 
thus be expedited. 


3, Hth regard to r ecoasendat i o n (1-c) to the effect 
that & subcommittee of tee National Security Council be 
established to set similarly to the previous National intel- 
ligence Authority, with special re sponsi bi li ty to direct the 
Central Intelligence Agency, it would seen to me that, in 
principle, this is a very useful and practical suggestion. 

In view of the fact teat tee Central Intelligence Agency will 
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be the only inter-departmental intelligence agency authorised 
to coordinate peacetime political and economic intelligence 
with the intelligence programs of the Arsed Forces* it would 
aoern to ate very important that the Department of the <1* *rn- 
ssent, responsible for foreign affairs* the protection of our 
foreign commercial interests, and the maintenance of friendly 
diplomatic relations with all other forntri.es* should be fully 
represented. The Anaod Forces, for their part, .have a furttaar 
coordinating* and caramon intelligence agency, in the Joint 
1 intelligence Gossittee of the Joint Chief s of Staff. 

I would, therefore, suggest that the proposed subcojamittee 
to direct the Central Intelligence Agency be composed of the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of National Defense, with 
a personal representative of the President, if that should be 
the President’s desire* It will be recalled that tne national 
Intelligence Authority included the Secretary of State as 
Chairman, and a personal representative of the President. 

t, With regard to the recommendation contained in 
paragraph 2, it would seem to mo essential teat the Director 
of Central Intelligence be present as a non-voting member at 
all meetings of the subcommittee of the National {Security 
Council established to direct the Central Intelligence Agency* 
It would, seen to me. also desirable that he attend meetings of 
th® National Security Council as an adviser or observer »
